LONDON, Sept. 28.--One of the 
most crying of scandals has just been 
revealed by the council recently or- 
ganized on behalf of the unempleyed 
teachers in I@ndon. Through the false 
economy and mismanagement of the 
London County Counell in overstocking 
the training colleges thousands of qual- 
ified teachers are starving. 

Six thousand teachers leave the

At the time of the Cork Exhibition, 
in 1884, special aterition was paid to 
the display of lace productions and 
care taken to point out the defects of 
workmanship and how to improve the

Sincé-that time the Irish 
lace industry has been increasing in 
importance steadily, until at the pres- 
mt time it is the source of compensa- 
tion to a large nutnber of people in the 
poorer districts,

it up as a constant employment, as 
the work is unusually tedious and a 
severe strain on the eyes and, as a 
rule, it is engaged in as a sort of sub-

If the lace makers could work con- 
stantly, their compensation would vary 
$3 to $10 per week in proportion 
; but, as it tsa, their re- 
yumeration is small. It is estimated 
mat there are about 6909 girls engaged 
in the lace-making industry in Ireland. 
The majority of these do their work at 
home, in poorty lighted and uninviting 
very much out of keeping 
with the spotiessness required of the 
dainty fabrics which they produce. but 
here are a large number of peasant 
girls who work at convents under the 
supervision of nuns, whose workrooms 
are usually well lighted and suitably 
equipped. Most of the point lace of 
„ Kimsale, and other centers is 
produced in these convents. 
who work independent of the convents 
usually make the lace under contract 
with dealers in Cork, Dublin, Queens- 
town, Belfast, and London. 
the smallest shopkeepers keep as many 
as 100 giris at work for them, and buy 
up all they produce.
